Gas Licenses 


During the past few years the town has witnessed the 
efforts on the part of the Board of Selectmen to cut down 
the number of gasoline licenses in town. Most of this 
effort has been directed towards ‘pocket’ licenses, and 
in this the town has almost completely approved. 

But there have been problems, mostly when the non- 
‘pocket’ licenses came up for consideration. Business 
men have learned that there are Selectmen who consider 
any gas license as a license to Sell Gasoline, and other 
businessmen have learned that materials other than gas 
are being subjected to the same thinking 
___ Of the problems concerning gas licenses, one of them 
is now in litigation in the courts. The Selectmen were not 
unanimous in revoking that license - Mrs Drew and Jim 
Banda were against the revocation. 

Other votes have been split, too. One for a new license 
on Main Street, and one for a new license on Middlesex 
Avenue. Since then allegations have been made, false 
allegations it would seem. Take the Middlesex Avenue 
license - one Selectman stated after the vote that his 
reason was that it was impossible for aman on his work 
to buy gas before 8 am, and he thought that was a neces- 
sity, in modern life. Many other things have been said, 
none of them true. . ye 

In recent months a Main Street license became a pol- 
itical football, and as a result there were those who be- 
lieved the worst. It so happened that the license was 
valid and there would have been some real difficulties 
for the town if the license had been revoked. 

The politics involved had nothing to do with the owner, 
just the Selectmen and candidates. But try to tell that to 
some people. 

To revoke a ‘dead’ gasoline license is one thing. To 
revoke a ‘live’ license asks for trouble.

It was twenty five years ago this month that Hitler’s 
War ended and the people of the world began to learn the 
horrid story of the Death Camps of the Nazis. A more 
horrid story is hard to tell, a fact that seems to be lost 
today to many. 

There are two couples in Wilmington who can tell the 
stories of that time, from the viewpoints of the Jewish 
people who were enslaved and killed by the Nazis. One 
of those couples is Mr and Mrs Ancel Land of Harris St. 

Both are natives of Poland. They lived east of the Vis- 
tula, in the area that was overrun by the Soviets after the 
infamous Hitler-Stalin pact. Later, after Hitler invaded 
Russia, the territory in which they lived was quickly 
overrun by the Nazis. 

Esther Land had to live for several years in a Jewish 
ghetto. Then she was sent to a Concentration Camp, a 
place called Kaiserwald, near Riga, on the Baltic Coast. 
After a year, as the Russians advanced, the inmates of 
that camp were sent to Studthoff, which was near Danzig 
As the war drew to a close she was sent to Neustadt, at 
which place she was liberated by the British Army in 
April 1945. 

Ancel Land has a different tale to tell. He never was 
sent to a slave labor camp. He was a part of the heroic 
Polish Underground, which battled the Nazis for many 
years, practically unassisted. Many did not live to tell 
the tale. Ancel did, but he wears on his body the scars 
of shrapnel wounds, inflicted by the Nazis 

As the war progressed the Polish Underground gained 
in strength, mostly by the addition.of escaped Russian 
prisoners, and*in July of 1944 the force with which Ancel 
was serving was able to join up with the RussianArmy. *- 

As a result of the Stalin-Roosevelt agreements; as tlie 
war drew to a close, the Poles in Russia were returned 
to Poland, and from that country Ancel was able to make 
his way West, into Germany. Eventually he was in a 
Displaced Persons Camp, run by the Allied governments. 

Mr and Mrs Land knew of each other before the war, 
and in that Displaced Persons Camp they were married 
They stayed there four years, waiting for an opportunity 
to go to the United States. 

Now, twenty five years later, they have a nice home on 
Harris Street. He is a butcher, and earns good pay 
They have but one message. Do Not be Fooled by the 
Propragandists%. America is a Good Country. It ‘is a 
Country of Freedom. Do not let yourself be misled by 
people who want to see you lose that Freedom!
